OUR NEW CRUISERS. 
BY ASSISTANT NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR F. T. BOWLES, U. 8. N., 
SECRETARY TO THE NAVAL ADVISORY BOARD. 

Ix the report of the Naval Advisory Board, presided 
over by Rear Admiral John Rodgers, the necessity of 
reconstructing the cruising fleet was forcibly presented, 
and the general opinion of the Navy and the country 
well represented by the recommendation that thirty- 
eight unurroored cruisers cf different classes should be 
built, which would have provided at the end of eight 
years a peace Navy of seventy cruisers, of which about 
twenty would have been fair commerce destroyers in 
time of war. The war Navy was for defence only, and 
Was to consist of five rams, five torpedo gunboats, and 
twenty fast torpedo boats. The discussion which fol- 
lowed the presentation of this report to Congress re- 
sulted in the act creating the present Naval Advisory 
Board, consisting of five officers of the Navy and two 
civilian experts. It requires the Board to advise and

bow to 52 deg. abaft the beam. Two5inch guns in 
tégessed ports abaft the captain’s cabin complete the 
Main battery. The weight of the 8 inch projectile is 
250 Ibs.; 6 inch, 100 lbs.; 5inch, 60 lbs. There will 
be in addition, four 47 mm. and two 37 mm. Hotchkiss 
revolving cannon, mounted in fixed bullet proof towers. 
Considering that these guns fire from 60 to 80 rounds 

r minute, and the shot from the heavier ca:ibre can 
ierce the side of any unarmored vessel at 2,000 yards, 
we obtain aconception of what a formidable element 
they will form in warfare. The number of probable 
hits fom such a machine gun battery along the water 
line emphasizes the great importance of minute water- 
tight subdivision, both horizontal and vertical. 

The Chicago is divided by nine complete transverse 
bulkheads extending to the gun deck, into ten main 
watertight compartments. The four amidship com- 
partments, extending over 136 feet in length, are occu- 
pied by the machinery and boilers. An inner bottom 
extends throughout this space, forming a double bottom 
8 ft. Gin. deep amidships, which is divided by the 
veitical keel and transverse watertight frames into 


fourteen watertight cells. 


The machinery and boilers are covered by a protective 
steel deck 14 in. in thickness. The top of this deck 1s 
one foot above the load water line and is nearly flat, or 
has the ordinary round of the beams for about half the 
breadth amidships. At about 12 ft. from the side it 
bends downwards, striking the side at 4 ft. below the 
water line. Vertical longitudinal bulkheads extend on 
each side of and throughout the length of the machinery 
and boiler compartments. The space between them and 
the sides of the ship will be filled with coal, giving a 
coal armor of 9 ft. in thickness from the water line to 8 
ft. above it, and aft an average thickness of 5 ft. from 
the water line to 14 ft. below it. These coal bunkers, 
with the pockets in the boiler rooms, form thirty-four 
watertight compartments when the doors are shut. The 
machinery compartments contain the vitals of the ship, 
and demand all available protection. It 1s not expected 
that the deck which covers them will resist a 6 inch 
shot at even so small inclinations as 6 deg. to 8 deg. ; 
bat the protection afforded by such a deck is of great 
value in preventing the direct access of shot and water 
tothe main compartments, in resisting machine gun 
fire, and from the fact that entering sheil will probably 
explode among the coal without iniury to the ma- 
chinery. 

The magazines, shell rooms and fixed ammunition 
rooms are situated in the hold amidships, directly before 
and abaft the machinery space only separated from the 
forward boiler room by the cable tanks, and from the 
after engine room by a handing and light room. The 
flats beaeath them are wateriight and form a virtual 
double bottom extending about 40 feet before and abaft 
that properly so called. The deck above them is cov- 
ered by protecting plativg ? in. thick, the remainder of 
this deck is of steel }in. thick, makisg a complete 
watertight flat. All hatches leading through it have 
watertight covers, and the magazine hatches are sur- 
rounded by coffer dams leading to the berth deck. Ad- 
ditional bulkheads of stee) make other necessary divi- 
sions in the hold, and with the shaft alley bulkheads and 
those already mentioned divide the ship into 85 water- 
tight compartmeuts. 

A complete system of drainage is provided for by 
which the total pumping power of the steam and circu- 
lating pumps, with capacity of 2500 tons per hour, can 
be concentrated on any main compartment. In addition 
to the steam pumping system, there are six continuous 
aciiog hand pumps on the berth deck which have inde- 
pendent suctions to each main compartment and each 
compartment of the double bottom; they deliver into 
the fire main or directly overboard as required, aud can 
also be used for flooding any compartment or flushing 
the large drain pipes. A fire main extends about threc- 
fourths of the length cf the vessel amidships on the 
berth deck with stand pipes to gun and spur decks, and 
will have cocks with hose attached at intervals on each 
deck; this main is supplied by cne of the large steam 
pumps or any or all the Land pumps. 

The outside pluting will be 23 lbs. per eq. ft. ; thick- 
ness about 9 16 in., with a double plate at the water line 
extending from the stem to about 70 feet from the stern, 
stem and stern post of hammered steel. The water- 
tight inner bottom will be of plating 124 and 10 lbs. per 
fuot, except the shoveling flat in the wing coal bunkers, 
which will be 15 lbs. or gin. thick. The berth deck 
will have protective piatiug for 136 feet amidships over 
the engines and boilers. 

_As the bulkheads and inner bottom are comparatively 
light, mainly one-fourth inch and five-sixteenth inch— 
the durability of these parts will mainly depend upon 
the care exercised by commanding officers in keeping 
the ship dry, clean, acd well painted. With this view, 
great pains will be taken to make every part accessible. 

Owing to the arrangement of its deck plating and the 
comparatively heavy boltom plating, the Chicago will 
have ample structural strength. In fact, it has been 
estimated that, under the most favorable circumstances 
of the vessel resting on the crest of a wave, and sub- 
jected to hogging, that the stress on the upper deck 
plating will not exceed three tons per square inch. 

The rudder and steering gear is completely beneath 
the water line. Additional protection is given to the 
rudder head, false rudder post, and tiller, by a horizon 
tal shield or flat 14 in. in thickness. A fighting hand 
Wheel and the steam steering engine will be situated on 
the watertight flat, to which communication can be 
made by telegraph from the bridges. There will also 

& hand steering wheel aft on the spar deck, and a 
steam steering wheel in the pilot house on the forward 
bridge. There will be two bridges, one forward of the 
smoke pipes, extending over the 8 inch gun turrets. On 
this bridge a roomy chart house, and probably an ar- 
mored pilot tower, will be placed. The second bridge 
Will be over the after half turrets. 

The Chicago will,be bark rigged—the area of plain

| 800 tons, the bunker capacity is 940 tons, and 300 tons 
| additional can be safely and easily stowed away on the 
; berth deck. Thus, with a total coal supply of about 
| 1,240 tons, the Chicago can steam 3,000 miles at 15 knots 
and 6,000 miles at 10-11 knots per hour. 
Passing to the structure again, the bow of the vessel 
will be strengthened for ramming; the peak compart- 
, ment being carefully subdivided by an additional bulk- 
| head, watertight flats, and breast hooks, in order to in- 
sure, as far as possible, that damage incurred in ram- 
ming shall not extend beyond the collision bulkhead. 
The vessel will be ventilated by an exhaust system 
similar to that so successfully employed on the U. 8. 8. 
Richmond. Two large blowers situated on the berth 
deck draw air through large ducts extending fore and 
aft and with branches to all living spaces and store- 
rooms, and deliver into ducts leading to open air. A 
separate system is used for the engine and boiler com- 
partments. Pipes are fitted leading from the topsides 
to supply fresh air to the coal bunkers, and another sys- 
tem, delivering into the funnel casing, provides an ex- 
haust for gases which may escape from the semi-bitu- 
minous coal to be carried. 


MACHINERY OF THE OHIOAGO. 


Machinery.—The Chicago will have twin screws, act- 
uated by two pairs of two cylinder compound overhead 
beam engines. Each engine, with its independent aux- 
iliary machinery, will be placed in a separate watertight 
compartment 22 feet long and enclosed by the protect- 
ive deck, which is 12 inches above the water line amid- 
ships, giving a height in clear between the inner bottom 
and the under side of beams of 15 feet 8 inches. 

The high and low pressure cylinders will be located 
side by side, with axes verticle, 8 feet apart and respec- 
tively 2 feet and linch and 8 feet 5 inches from the 
midabip line, the cylinders of the forward engine being 
placed on the port side. Their diameters will be 45 and 
78 inches, and their piston stroke 52 inches. Each cyl- 
inder will be steam jacketed and fitted with two double 
ported main slide valves, worked by means of eccentrics 
through arms and rock shafts, each fitted with a steam 
cylinder and piston to balance the weight of the valves. 
Cut off valves receiving motion from tne beam centres, 
and adjustable between the limits of 4 and § of the 
stroke, will be fitted to the back of each main valve. 
The exhaust steam from the high pressure cylinder will 
pass directly to the low pressure steam chests; it will 
also be arranged with suitable pipes to exhaust the steam 
into the condenser and atmosphere, The low pressure 
cylinders will be fitted to receive the steam directly 
from the boilers, and also to exhaust into the atmos- 
phere. The condensers are to be placed outboard of the 
low pressure cylinders and to rest upon them and the 
frames of the air and circulating pumps. They will have 
tinned brass tubes exposing a cooling surface of about 
5,000 square feet each. An independent, double acting, 
combined air and circulating pump will be placed beside 
each condenser. Two doubleacting feed pumps 5 inches 
in diameter will be worked from the cross head on the 
piston of each pump. 

The reversing cylinders will be located between the 
cylinders and crank shafts, and will connect directly 
with the arms of the rock shafts; the valves to be ope- 
rated by floating levers from the working platform. This 
platform is outboard of the crank shaft and opposite the 
space between the cylinders. 

Beam engines have long been successfully employed 
in paddle steamers, but only occasionally used for screw 
vessels. One well-known instance, however, is the 
Louisiana, the fastest vessel on the regular lines from 
New York to New Orleans. Their application to the 
propulsion of a twin screw protected cruiser is novel, if 
not unique; but their adoption is rot in the nature of 
an experiment, and was only after careful comparison 
with special designs of both vertical direct acting and 
horizontal types. It was found impossible to get a 
vertical inverted cylinder engine beneath the water line, 
and, if used, it would certainly have exposed the vessel 
to vital injury from guns of small calibre. On com- 
parison with horizontal engines, the advantage of verti- 
cal cylinders in wear and less work lost in friction, the 
longer stroke and connecting-rod, the easy accessibility 
of the working parts of the beam engine, led to its 
adoption. We generally find poppet vaives employed 
on beam engines, and it has been proposed to use them 
on the Chicago. Their advartages of small power re- 
quired to work them and definite action are undoubted ; 
but it has been the general opinion that their success 
would be doubtful when used upon an engine of this 
size, making as many as eighty turns a minute. 


QUESTION OF TWIN SOREWS, OOAL AND TYPE OF BOILER. 


In regard to the use of twin screws, it seems hardly 
necessary to repeat the lines of argument concerning 
them. ‘There seems to be little doubt they are as | 
if not more efficient as propellers than single screws. 
war vessel now building of over 8,000 tons displace- 
ment, with single screws, is an exception, on account of 
the great advantage of subdivision of the power ; for, if 
one engine is broken down, three-fourths speed can be 
maintained with the other. This arrangement admits 
of more complete watertight subdivision and more con- 
venient stowage—the eaanes for each screw being en- 
tirely independent and in separate compartments, the 
motive power cannot be disabled hy bilging a single 
compartment. Again, experienced engineers do not 
consider it safe to put the tremendous powers now used 
into a single engine unless they are subject to periodical 
and frequent overhauling, as in the case of merchant 
steamers. The merchant service does not use twin 
screws on account of their greater first cost, larger run- 
ning expenses, the liability to injury alongside docks 
and greater space occupied; all of which are good com- 
mercial, but not g military or scientific, reasons 





against theiremployment. It is found from experience 
that twin screw engines do not weigh much more than 
single engines of the same power. Twin screws renler 
it possible t place the rudder and steering gear beneath 
the water line, and also furaish additional manceuvriug 
power. With one screw goiug akead and the other 
astern, a vessel can turn nearly on her own centre, 
though the time is slightly greater than when turning 
under full headway. This economy of space is, how- 
ever, @ great tactical advantage. 

The weight of the machinery forming such an im. 
portant factor in the design, the question of coal has 
demanded attention. It has been the custom to put into 
our naval vessels about fifty per cent. more grate sur- 
face for corresponding power than is customary in any 
national or merchant marine, the object being to use 
anthracite instead of soft coal, their rates of combustion 
being in the ratio of 1 to 14-2 The neatuness aud 
cleanliness of our fine frigates has been obtained at a 
tremendous sacrifice of efficiency as war vessels. ‘I'he 
best quality of Cumberland coal makes little orn» 
smoke with properly designed furnaces and careful fir- 
ing; the soft coal used in the British and French navies 
is not objected to on that account. In connection with 
the argument that a smoky fire, lastieg even a few min- 
utes, reveals the ship’s presence to the enemy, it may be 
well to recall the fact that the blockade runners put 
their faith in free burning coa), and with the extra speeit 
obtained from forcing the fires escaped in full view of 
the blockaders. The weight saved in the weight ct 
machinery of the Ohicago by designing on the basis of 
soft coal amounts to more than the whole weight of the 
armament, or to two days’ coal supply at full power, or 
other things being the same, it would be impossible to 
carry a protective deck. 

The type of boiler intended for the Chicago is new to 
the naval service, but is in successful operation in mer- 
chant steamers. There will be fourteen horizontal re- 
turn tubular boilers, designed to carry a working pres- 
sure of 100 pounds per square inch, and constructed of 
steel which must conform to the ‘tests of steel for 
cruisers” prescribed by the Naval Advisory Board. 
They will be contained in two separate watertight coa- 
partments. The fire rooms run fore and aft, and are to 
be 11 feet wide, except between the two forward boil- 
ers, which are canted inboard. There are to be two 
fixed smoke pipes, each connecting with an up-take 
common to the boilers of each compartment. Each 
boiler will be 9 feet in external diameter, 9 feet 10 in. 
in length on the bottom, and set inclining downwards 
from front to back, over a single furnace below the 
shell, being supported by girders of boiler plate lined 
with fire brick. Each furnace is to have a grate about 
7 feet 8 inches widefand 7 feet 6 inches lung, making 
about 574 square fect, and aggregating 802 equare fect 
in the 14 boilers. ‘The sheils will be § inch, and the 
heads # inch and § inch. Ihe tubes will be of lap- 
welded iron. There is to be a steam drum in each 
smoke pipe, concentric with it, 9 feet in diameter, 9 
feet long, ¢ inch thick in shell; it is to have eight 18 
inch and four 15 inch lap-welded flues passing 
through it. 

The fire rooms will be made air tight and will be fitted 
with two large blowers each, which it is expected will 
be capable of maintaining a pressure of about an inch 
of water above the atmosphere. By this means the 
rate of combustion can be readily doubled when great 
speed is required for a short period. 

The following advantages are claimed for these boil- 
ers over cylindrical marine boilers of ordinary construc- 
tion having the same amount of grate and heating 
surface, viz.: They occupy less space in the vessel, as 
a boiler 9 feet in diameter contains nearly the samc 
grate surface as an ordinary boiler 12 feet in diameter. 
They are stronger and particularly well fitted for high 
pressures, a8 with the same thickness of shell the 
strength isin the inverse proportion of the diameter; 
and the large furnace flues, the weakest and least reli- 
able portion of the ordinary boiler, are wanting here. 
The flat stayed surfaces, which are likewise a source of 
weakness, are of relatively small extent here. As tho 
steam 18 generated to a great extent at the very bottom 
of the boiler and escapes readily from the furnace crown, 
no mass of dead water can exist in it; the temperaturcs 
at top and bottom are nearly equal, and consequently 
the boiler is not liable to the destructive strains due to 
these differences of temperature arising with internat 
furnaces. The boilers are accessible for cleaning ant 
repairs; the furaace crown can be scaled with ease, us 
there are no seams or rivets in it. They are efficicus 
steam generators and well adapted to high rates of com- 
bustion and forced draught, a8 the furnace is larger aui! 
higher than can be obtained in an ordinary cylindrical 
boiler. In consequence of the brick lining a high 
furnace temperature is maintained, favoring not only a 
perfect combustion of fuel, but increasing the efficiency 
of the heating surfaces. » 

The weight of the boiler, with its supports, furnaccs, 
fittings, and water is about the same as an ordinary 
boiler, but the amount of water carried is much less, 
and hence permits steam to be raised much quicker. 
Moreover, these boilers are cheaper to construct and 
keep in repair than ordinary boilers, on account of the 
simplicity of the castings and linings of the furnaces, 
which can be readily removed. 

‘The question of the speed of these cruisers is one of 
the greatest importance and interest; but, on the other 
hand, an exceedingly delicate one to consider. ‘Ihe 
most—or, we may say, the only-satisfactory methol 
of approaching it is by comparison with reliable trials 
and careful experiments upon similar vessels. ‘The 
absence of any such data in the Navy makes it neces- 
sary to be very cautious. Ample power has been pro- 
vided to obtain the designed speed, and if the machinery 
proves efficient and the screws suitable, it will not be a 
surprise if the Ohicago makes nearly sixteen knots on 
the measured mile. When these vessels are finished 
and elaborate trials made of their speed and the cfn- 
ciency of their machinery upon a measured distanc.,

with water, and a separate washroom will be fitted on 
the berth deck at the exit from the fireroom for the use 
of the firemen. 

Beneath the main deck the internal arrangements of 
the Boston and Atlanta are very similar to those be- 
neath the gun deck of the Chicago. There are eight 
complete transverse bulkheads extending to the main 
deck, dividing the ship into nine main compartments, 
one less than the Chicago, as the Boston has a single 
screw and the engines occupy only one compartment. 

The machinery spaces, extending over a length of 100 
feet, are enclosed by a protective steel deck 1} in. thick. 
Special structural arrangements have been made in 
order to so place this deck with reference to the water 
line as to afford the maximum protection to the buoy- 
ancy. The small draught of water of the Boston, two 
feet less than that of the Chicago, the larger diameter 
and length of the boilers, and the rapidly decreasing 
breadth of the vessel before and abaft the midship sec- 
tion, make it necessary to dispense with beams beneath 
the deck. The deck is stiffened at the sides by the 
transverse frames in the lower coal bunkers, the brack- 
ets in the upper, the fore and aft coal bunker bulkheads, 
and amidships by deep I girders. A light steel deck 4 
in. thick may be fitted over these girders in addition to 
the planking. One of the spaces, between the flat and 
the deck proper, on each side will be utilized as a ven. 
tilating deck to lead air from the extremities of the ves- 
sel to the blowers amidships. 

TRE QUESTION OF DRAUGHT AND BILGE KEELS. 

There is a general opinion among naval officers and 
others that small draught is necessary and desirable for 





American men-of-war in order to permit them to enter } 


our ports. Theadvantages of large draught are many 
and impurtant; it is the most valuable and economical 
direction in which to increase the dimensions of ships, 
and particularly of war vessels, because the increased 
depth beneath the water line renders possible a more 
efficient disposition of, and greater protection to, the 
machinery, and greater immersion of the screws. It 
has been shown that it enables us to obtain .forms of 
less resistance, thus favoring economical propulsion and 
high speeds. Again, deep draught tends to produce, 
what is of great importance to gunners, a steady ship in 
aseaway. In view of these manifest advantages it 
seems advisable to draw attention to the fact that the 
Chicago, drawing 20 feet 6 inches extreme draught, can 
with safety enter thirty-two ports on the Atlantic coast; 
the Boston and Atlanta, drawing 18 feet 6 inches aft, 
can enter only six ports from which the Chicago 1s de- 
barred, namely, New Bedford, Fall River, New Haven, 
Washington, Annapolis, and Tampa. If the Chicago's 
draught had been two feet greater she would be de 
barred from only two ports among the thirty-two, 
namely, Marblehead and Vineyard Haven, showiug that 
an extreme draught of 22 feet might be adopted as safe, 
convenient, and advantageous for cruising vessels. 

To return to the internal arrangements, an inner bot- 
tom extends throughout the length of the machinery 
spaces, forming a watertight double bottom containing 
twelve watertight cells. Longitudinal bulkheads ex- 
tend, as in the Chicago, on each side throughout the 
machinery space, forming side coal bunkers, and afford- 
ing a coal armor of about 8 feet in thickness above the 
water line, and an average thickness of about 5 feet be 
low it. The arrangement of watertight flats and bulk- 
heads forward is similar to that of the Chicago, but aft 
it is not so convenient, as the best part of the stowage 
beneath the flat is taken up by the shaft alley. Alto- 
gether the Boston is divided into seventy-three watertight 
compartments. Great care has been exercised in ar- 
ranging openings to these compartments that they may 
really be watertight, that is, the watertight doors have 
heen made readily accessible, and arranged for manipu- 
lation from kelow or from the main deck. The systems 
of drainage and ventilation will be similar to and in 
every respect as comple’e as those in the Chicago. The 
total pumping power is 2,000 tons per hour. 

All the cruisers will be fitted up with bilge keels. As 
doubts are frequently expressed as to their usefulness in 
limiting the rolling of ships, the following experiment 
may prove interesting. It was made by Mr. Froude 
upon the Greyhound, a vessel of 1,100 tons displace. 
ment, with bilge keels, and the Perseus, a sister ship, 
Without them ; both vessels having been carefully trim- 
med to the same natural period. Mr. Froude says: 
“ Three times we had them outside the breakwater at 
Plymouth in a tolerably rough sea. We could not, in- 
deed, find a long rolling sea that would make the ships 
roll very regularly; but the upshot was that upon all 
occasions the Greyhound rolled just half as much as the 
Perseus rolled. The biggest roll we got out of the 

erseus was about 23 deg., and the biggest roll we got 
out of the Greyhound was 114 deg., and the periods 
Were just the same. The addition of bilge keels does 
not materially augment the period, but it augments im- 
mensely the destructive power of the surrounding water 
io killing the oscillation that the wave originates.” In 
his evidence before the Committee on Designs of Ships 
of War (1871), Mr. Froude gave the following table of 
results of many observations upon the rolling in still 
water of a large model of the Devastation. 
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The model was 1-36 the dimension of the ship and 
loaded to give the corresponding displacement, sentre of 
gravity and distribution of weight, as in the ship itself. 

The advantages obtuined by the use of bilge keels are 
clearly demonstrated by these experiments, and are abun- 
dantly confirmed in practice. The increase of resist. 
ance due to their use is very small and hardly to be de- 
tected in its effect upon the speed. 

The structural arrangements of the Boston and At- 
lanta are similar, wit the exception of the protective 
deck, to those of the Chicago. In the berth deck the 
protective plating over the engines and boilers will be 
made up of two thicknesses, of 30 lbs. per square foot 
each, and armored shields or bars will be fitted in all 
hatchways. 


RIG AND MOTIVE POWER OF BOSTON AND ATLANTA. 


The rig will be that of a brig to topgallant sails, mak- 
ing a spread of 10,400 square feet of plain sail. With 
a fair wind this disposition of the sail power will be 
more efficient than a bark rig, because in the latter the 
main course can seldom be set on account of smoke pipe. 
In order that the fire of the forward guns should be un- 
obstructed and the ram always ready for use, head 
booms will be dispensed with. 

The coal bunkers of the Boston and Atlanta have a 
capacity of 580 tons, but nearly 200 tons additional can 
be safely taken on board when necessary, thus giving an 
endurance of 2,500 miles at full speed and 5,800 miles 
at about 10 knots an hour. 

Machinery.—The motive power of the Boston will be 
furnished by a three cylinder, compound, horizontal, 
back acting engine of 3,500 indicated horse power. 

The engine 1s to have one high pressure cylinder of 
54 inches diameter, and two low pressure cylinders of 
74 inches in dianeter, and each will have a piston 
stroke of 42 inches; the cylinders will be placed on the 
starboard side of the ship with their axes parallel and 
9 feet 6 inches apart. Each cylinder will be steam 
jacketed and provided with two main valves and two 
expansion valves, the latter will be adjustable while the 





| eighth and five eighths of the stroke of the piston. The 
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engine is in motion to cut off between the limits of one 


two main valves will have separate valve stems and 
connections, but, of course, are worked simultaneously 
from the same cross head. By making the valve in two 
parts, we gain in quality and workmanship and greater 
tacility of examination. These valves are to be worked 
by means of eccentrics and Stephenson links acting 
through arms and rock shafts. There is a joint in the 
suspending rod of the main link, which allows slight 
play in order to prevent any vibration being carried to 
the reversing gear. Much space is saved by making 
the eccentrics large, and fitting them over the crank 
shaft couplings. A vibrating beam formed of two 
straps of wrought iron and two sets of well propor- 
tioned gibs, keys and brasses, couples the link block 
with the rock shaft arm pin. The further end of this 
vibrating beam is bung from a radius bar, which is so 
adjusted that it regulates the motion of the link block 
to correspond with that of the link, so that there will 
be little, if any, relative motion. The expansion valves 
are to be operated by separate eccentrics. The high 
pressure exhaust will connect with the low pressure cyl- 
inders, 80 as to pass the steam direct to the steam chests; 
it will ulso be arrapged to discharge direct into the con- 
densers; and the low pressure steam chests will be 
fitted with the requisite pipes for admitting the steam 
direct from the boilers for exhausting the steam direct 
into the atmosphere, 

The high pressure piston will have one piston rod se- 
cured to a cross tail, which will be coupled by four 
side rods with two other side rods to the cross head. 
The low pressure pistons are to have two rods coupled 
directly to the cross heads; the latter are to be mounted 
on sleds, which are to run in troughs recessed in the 
pump chests. The connecting rods will be made with 
caps, secured by steel bolts. 

The crank shaft is to be made in three separate inter- 
changeable sections, and secured to each other and the 
line shafting by couplings forged on the shafts. The 
cranks for the low pressure cylinders to be placed at an 
angle of 90 degrees to each other, and that for the high 
pressure cylinder to be set between the others and at 
angles of 135 degrees from them. The shaft will be of 
steel, and 16 inches in diameter at the main journals. 
The arrangement of the pillow blocks of these journals 
is novel, and worthy of attention. Each pillow block 
will be made with acast iron pedestal, and two wrought 
iron caps and wrought iron and composition key chocks 
above and below the brasses. By means of these and 
the stay rods, which take the place of the ordinary cast 
iron framing, the brasses may be accurately adjusted in 
any direction, or readily removed. 

Tbere are to be two air and two circulating pumps, one of 
each coupled together and placed directly opposite the low 
pressure cylinders; the pump chests will form supports for 
the condensers. ‘The pumps will be horizontal, double-act- 
ing, and arranged to work independently or in connection 
with the maiu engine. Each couple, when working iude- 
pendently, will be operated through arms aud a rock shaft 
by a horizontal direct-actiug engine placed opposite the 
high-pressure cylinder. It will also be possible to make 
such connections that the circulating pumps shall be inde- 
pendent and the air pumps run by the main engine, There 
will be two condensers, with a total cooling surface of 8,000 
square feet. 7 . ‘

be placed between the condensers above the cross-head of

The screw will be made of steel, and will have a diameter 
of 17 fect and a mean pitch of 20 feet, with four adjustable 
There are to be eight horizontal return tubular steel 
boilers. They will be placed forward of the eng.nes, four 
on each side of the vessel, divided into two groups by an 
athwartship watertight bulkhead. There will be two stand- 
ing smoke pipes, each connecting with an uptake common to 
four boilers. Each boiler is to be 11 ft, 8ic. in external 


of corrugated steel, if obtainable. Each furnace will have a 
grate surface of 25 square feet, aggregating 400 square feet 
in the eight boilers. 

The boiler fittings are as usual in the service, except that 
the casting to contain the stop and safety valves will be 
made in one, thus necessitating but one opening in the 
boiler. The feed check valve is very conveniently arranged 
between two stop valves, so that it can be readily examined 
at any time. 

It is the intention to utilize the advantages of forced 
draught and closed fire rooms, by which the power can be 
increased fifty per cent. for short periods. ith this view 
there will be two blowers in each fire room, each capable of 
supplying 12,000 cubic feet of air per minute. Great care 
will be taken to make the fire rooms airtight. Recent ex- 
periments have shown that, with air pressure in the fire 
room of an inch to an inch and a half of water above the 
atmosphere, that 30 te 40 pounds of soft coal could be 
burned per square foot of grate per hour, giving from 18 to 
16 I. H. P. per square toot of grate surface. There is 
nothing, however, particularly new in the employment of 
airtight fire rooms, except in its use on such a large scale, 

The Dolphin, being intended tur a fleet despatch vessel, or 
flagehip, the governing condition in the desiga has been high 
speed capable of being maintained for several days. In or 
der to obtain the most efficient and durable type of ma- 
chinery, it was necessary to abandon any attempt at protec- 
tion ; and the vessel is throughout of the ordinary merchant 
ship construction, She has a flush open spar deck without 
poop cabin or forecastle ; thore will be a small central deck 
house near the cabin gangway and another around the 
boiler and evgine hatches, otherwise the deck is uninterrupted 
fore and aft. The armament is very light, consisting of one 
6 inch B. L, R. mounted with a shifting pivot just forward 
of the fore bridge, and four 47 mm, Hotchkiss revolving 
cannon mounted at the extiemities of each bridge in fixed 
armor towers.

MUSTERING OF VOLUNTEERS. 


A Wasuinaton despatch of September 1 says : 


“‘Ithas been currently reported that Adjt.-Gen. Drum 
was preparing « circular letter to the Adjutant-General of 
each State in the Union, requesting full and complete infor- 
mation as to the condition and numerical strength of the 
militia a of each State, the object being to form 
a national militia for use in case of emergency. Gen. Drum 
was questioned in regard to the subject to-day, and made the 
following statement: 

** * By direction of the Secretary of War, there is a force 
of clerks at work collecting information from the military 
records on file in the Department relative to the mustering 
of volunteers in time of war, but having no connection 
whatever with the militia. No such thing as a war is autici- 
pated, but the idea is to take advantage of the experience 
— in such matters during the rebellion, before it is too 
ate. We want to have everything arranged so that within 
twenty-four hours after the President should issue a procla- 
mation of war, complete formulated instructions regarding 
the mustering of volunteers would be on the way to the 
Governor of every State in the Union, these instructions to 
be followed by information relative to the stations to be as- 
signed officers and troops, and this again by other papers 
connected with the matter—all in proper order—so that 
there would be no delay and no misunderstanding in getting 
everything in running order, We hada good deal of such 
experience during the war, and it ought to be turned to some 
account, If no advantage is taken of it, ten years from now 
it might be too late. Then if a war should come suddenly 
upon us, everything would be in confusion. It would be a 
big undertaking to muster into service a large force of vol- 
unteers, with no plans and arrangements decided upon in 
advance, Many of those who have had experience in such 
matters have passed away ; many others would have forgot- 
ten the details, and others would have become incapacitated 

to take an active part. Now, we have clerks right here who 
were soldiers, who know just what information is needed,

A SPEAKER, says the Central Christian Advocate, who 
attempts to use nautical metaphors sbould be thoruughly 
familiar with the sea and the working of a sbip, or he will 
strand his speech. A clergyman was once supplying a pulpit 
by the seaside. Thinking to impress the truth more dis 
tinctly upon the congregation, many of whom were seamen, 
he drew the figure of a ship trying to enter a harbor against 
a head wind. 

_ Unfortunately for the success of his metaphor, he knew 
little of seamanship. After putting the ship into several 
singular positions, he cried out in a tone intended to be 
emphatic: 

‘* What shall we do next ?” 

‘The Lord only knows,” exclaimed a disgusted old tar, 
‘unless you let her drift starn-foremost !” 

That prince of sailor-preachers, Father Taylor, was once 
silenced by a compliment to his eloquence. He had depicted 
the impenitent sinner under the figure of a storm-tossed 
ship, with her sails split, and driven by the gale toward the 
rock bound coast of Cape Ann, 

“Oh, how,” he exclaimed, in tones of despair, “ shall this 
poor sin-tossed sinner be saved ?” 

Instantly an old salt in the gallery, who had listened with 
open mouth and straining eyes to the preacher, jumped to 
his feet, and in a voice that would have sounded above a 
hurricane shouted— 

“Let him put his helm hard down, and bear away for 
Squam !” 

A pespatou of September 4, from St. Johns, N. F., says : 
Admiral Commerell, of the British flagship Northampton, is 
engaged in an investigation of an alieged outrage recently perpe- 
trated on four British vessela by French fishermen, headed by 
the Shore Captain, at Cape Onions, on the northeast coast of New- 
foundiand. Early in August four British fishing vessels came to 
auchorage at Cape Onions tor codfishing. As sovon as they had 
jlauuched their skiffsa number of Frenchmen ordered them to 
weigh anchor and quit, ‘They retused, when the Frenchmen 
commenced to unbend their sails, seized their oars, and carried 
them to the shore. Having stripped the vessels, they next board- 
ed the schooner Comet. Capt. Aylward showed fight, delivering 
some lusty blows on the Frenchmen, and putting them to flight, 
The assaiiants turned on Capt. Aylward and crew with boathooks 
and gaffs, and severely maltreated them. They then stripped his 
vessel, Two days lator a French war cruiser arrived on the scene, 
and after some inquiry restored the sails and gear to the vessels, 
but ordered them to quit the harbor. All four vessels retired 
under protest. The people of Newfoundland are indignant at the 
violent outrage, and it is not unlikely to lead to international 
com piications, 

AN —— race was rowed on the Piscataqua river at 
Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 31, between a six-oared crew of the 
U. 8. 8. Portsmouth, in the commodore’s six-oared gig, aud 
six local fishermen in a seine boat, over a course of two miles 
for $80 a side. The fishermen, leading from the start to the 
finish, crossed the line winners by 15 lengths ; time, 15 m. 
108, The wharves were lined with spectators. 

Tue Board for the examination of engineers of the Navy 
for promotion reassembled at Philadelphia on Sept. 3.

A LETTER has been received at the Navy Department from 
Mr, Henry D. Wolfe, of San Francisco, saying : 

I have the honor to inclose 4 button (United States Navy) anda 
coin which were handed to me in September, 1882, by a Cape 
Prince of Wales (Alaska) native while I was residing at the head 
of Norton Bay, The man reported to me that when the ice broke 
upin July or August, 1882,a body clotheg ia deer skins was 
washed ashore at the village of Kingegan, near the Cape. At the 
same time the hullof a whaler (I presume the Sappho, lost in 
the spring of 1882) came on shore, and the natives’ attention was 
directed to the stripping of the wreck. Being thus eugaged, the 
body passed almost unheeded, but I gathered from the men that 
a portion of the clothing was alterward found on the beach to 
which brass buttons were attached, one of which, and the coin 
enclosed, my informant handed me. ‘i'‘he morning after the wreck 
came on sbore a gale sprang up, both ship and body disap- 
pearing. : 

In January, 1883. while visiting at Sclawig River, in the Arctic 
Circle, | was told that the body of a white man had been seen off 
Point Hope by the natives of the village there, Tigiak. Some of 
the people went off and tried to get it on shore, but when it was 
touched with their spears it immediately sank, It is dexcribed as 
having had Chuckchie clothing on, and as a big man, but cloth- 
ing all torn. Iam led to premise under the circumstances that 
this was Master Putoam’s (odgers) body,and forward these 
mementos that they muy be perhaps recognized. 

The enclosures to Mr. Wolfe's letter are an eagle cent 
coined in 1858, with a hole through it, and a small brass but- 
ton of naval device. The button is smaller than any now 
used in the service. Passed Assistant Engineer A. Z. Zane, 
who was a shipmate with Master Putuam on the Hodgers, 
was positive that it did not belong to Putnam, as he was 
dressed entirely in deer skins, and wore no brass buttons. 
The description of the body corresponds with that of Master 
Putnam, as he would be considered a very large man when 
compared with the natives. The body did not belong to the 
Sappho, as uo lives were lost in that wreck. 


ComMMANDEB Boulton, of the British Navy, employed on a 
survey of the Georgian Bay, reports the existence of a dan- 
gerous rock, with only three feet of water above it, lying di- 
rectly in the path of vessels running between Killarney and 
Collingwood or Owen Sound. It re approximately east 
by north three-quarters north, distant 18 half nautical miles 
from Lonely island Lighthouse, and southeast by south 13 
half miles from nearest point of Squaw Islands. The Do- 
minion Government are to have a spar buoy at once placed 
= the rock until next spring, when @ bell buoy will be pro- 
vided. 

A Sirk correspondent writes that Kaigau has been known 
by its harsh old Hydah name for centuries, but this last year 
the missionaries ventured to change it to Jackson in honor 
of the Rev. Sheldon Jackson, whose drooping spirits were 
much cheered by this inexpensive little compliment during 
one of bis canoe journeys to the islands, Ali went well with 
the nawers until the Coast Survey steamer Hassler came to 
auchor outside this town of many and ancient lems, and 
the vandals went innocently to Lieut. Comdr. Henry E. 
Nichols, U. 8. Navy, and, informing him of the alteration, 
asked to have the forthcoming charts and maps duly dotted 
with the town of Jackson. Capt. Nichols, who is a man of 
sense, and with sume respect for established things, imme- 
diately made the christening party feel that a gale had struck 
them, and expressing his opinion in very clear terms and 
plain words annouuced that Kaigau should remain Kaigau 
on the Government charts as long as he could control it. 
The missionaries, not to be balked, wrote to the postal au- 
thorities asking for mail service to Jackson, and the Superin- 





steamer to know about this new settlement, received answer 
that the brave sailor knew of Kaigau, but not of any such 
place as Jackson. 

A Fencrina contest between Joseph Castaldi, of the Naval 
Training Squadron, and Napoleon Zerratus, of lence, 
for $500 and the championship of America, took place at the 
Casino, Newport, R. L., September 1.

Tue Acting Second Comptroller of the Treasury has dis- 
allowed the claim of Commodore 8. B. Luce, commanding 
the Training Squadron, for sea pay while acting as a member 
of the board detailed to visit and examine the condition of 
the various Navy-yards. Mr. Delano holds that this service 
was not sea duty within the meaning of the law. He says: 
‘* By a liberal construction, which appears to me not incon- 
sistent with the spirit and intent, both the statute and the 
order have been construed as requiring and authorizing 
travel in visiting Navy-yards, and the performance of duties 
that could pot be performed by an officer while at sea or 
during such limited absence from sea duty as has been here- 
tofore held to be temporary absence, It is true a temporary 
absence does not detach an officer from duty or affect his 
rate of pay (Regulations 1876, page 123, paragraph 22, and 
page 124, paragraph 32); but if such temporary absence 
could include a period of several months, there would have 
been no occasion for the special provision, in (Regulations 
22, page 123,) that ‘ when an officer attached to a vessel for 
sea service enters a hospital for treatment he shall continue 
to receive sea pay for three months." The same is true of 
paragraph 23, on the same page. I should be much gratified 
if I could discover some sufficient grounds for allowing you 
the sea pay to which you believe you are entitled, but I am 
satisfied upon re-examination of the case that the disallow- 
ance was correctly made.”

the Comte de Paris acceptable to England and Ger. 
many. The acceptance of his Presidency is more up. 
certain, but the German press anticipate a possibility of 
his election.”

Now they are paid 
every two months, each man getting $25.75, enough to 
take him across the continent or to Europe. It is sug- 
gested to retain in time of peace 50 per cent. of the pay 
until the end of the enlistment, giving the soldiers 4 pet 
cent. interest on the retained amount. This would give 
the suldier over $400 at his discharge to start out in the 
world with, und besides, as his amounts increase, be 
will be taught economy, and very likely try and save 
some of the amount that is paid him also. As it is now, 
every cent the soldier gets he spends. The amount re 
tained would be the strongest influence to a!l soldiers (0 
remain in the Service, because, by this plan, a deserlet 
would forfeit all moneys remaining in the hands of the 
Government.” This is no doubt an excellent plan for 





giving a young man astart in life, but is it not rather 
the policy of the Government to make the service dé 
sirable in some way which leads to so-calictments!

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No. II. of the war series of pamphlets, ‘‘ Information 
from Abroad,” furnished by the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence, Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, is an 
account by Lieut. Theodorus B. M. Mason, U.S. Navy, 
of ‘‘The War on the Pacific Coast of South America 
between Chile and the Allied Republics of Peru and 
Bolivia, 1879-81.” It is a well-arranged, clear and 
concise statement of the origin of the war, the geograph- 
ical and military status of the belligerents, their nava! 
streugth, preparations for war, and an accountof military 
and naval operations from the declaration of war, April 
2, 1879, to the fall of Lima, Jan. 17, 1881, which brings 
the narrative to a conclusion. Since the fall of Lima 
there has been no battle of importance ; many skirmishes 
have taken place between portions of the army of occu- 
pation and snal' bodies of Peruvians. There has also 
been a large amount of diplomatic manceuvring, which, 
although belonging to history, conveys no less of value 
to the naval or military student. 





ARMY AND NAVY SCANDALS. 


Tux Omaha Jerald, referring to the article by General 
James B. Fry, U. 8. A., on Army scandals, in the 
JourNAL of August 25, says: ‘The article is the more 
noteworthy for the refreshing candor with which the 
author treats upon the recent exposures in the military 
service. As a rule the offivers of the Army and the'r 
recognized organ, the Army AND Navy Journat, are 
eminently loyal to the ‘Commander-in-Chief of all the 
forces on land and sea,’ even though the commander 
may have relinquished his office by reason of expiration, 
or held the same, as in the case of Mr. Hayes, by open 
fraud, in violation of law. The exposures have given 
rise in certain quarters to a general condemnation of the 
Army without regard to facts, causes, or circumstances, 
In view of the energetic measures taken to convict and 
expel the guilty parties, for whose appointment the 
Army is in no sense responsible, these assaults will 
cause Only a momentary flutter and fall to the ground 
as harmless toys. The ordeal through which the Army 
is passing owing to the excesses of a number of its mem. 
bers who have been taught to regard themselves as ex- 
empt from all discipline, will only tend to purify the 
Service, which duty accomplished, justice will be done 
the Army, as justice it does itself.” 

We can assure the //eraid that the refreshing candor, 
upon which it compliments General Fry, so far from 
meeting with any objection from his comrades, will 
only increase the respect with which that accomplished 
officer is already regarded in the Army, to which he has 
given the best years of his life, and to whose interests 
he is still earnestly devoted. The difficulty with the 
Army, 80 far as our observation goes, has never been an 
indisposition on the part of the great body of its mem- 
bers to discipline their unworthy associates. In their 
efforts to purify the Service, they have not always met 
with the encouragement which they had a right to ask, 
and reason to expect, frum those high in office. It is 
easier to influence those unfamiliar with the facts, in 
behalf of leniency, than those whose righteous judg- 
ments are based, not only upon careful investigation, 
but upon a certain instinctive conclusion as to the mer- 
its of the case, which is only possible to those who are 
brought face to face with the witnesses whose testi- 
mony determines their conclusions. 

The original idea of the trial by jury was that the 
guilt or innocence of the accused should be determined 
by a jury of the vicinage; by those who were, unjust 
prejudice apart, best fitted to determine the value of the 
testimony from a general knowledge of the characters 
of the witnesses and that of the accused. In process 
of time, and with the growth of the legal profession, 
and the development of the subtleties of law, we have 
drifted so far away from the original purpose of the 
jury trial, that it is a question now actively discussed 
whether some new method should not be devised for 
determining the question of guilt or innocence in civil 
courts. 

In the Army and Navy, the jury trial has retained 
much of its original character, and, where left to its 
natural operation, it is almost certain to rid the Service 
of unworthy members. But the disposition to overrule 
the proceedings of courts, upon ez parte evidence, has 
been so strong that the natural operation of the court- 
martial has been interfered with. When the court has 
rendered its verdict and dispersed, the case of the prose- 
cution is closed, whereas that of the defence is, in too 
Many cases, but just opened. Family influence, in 
which the female element is always most powerful, 
personal influence, class influence, political influence— 
influence of all kinds, in a word, is set in motion to se- 
cure a reversal of the conclusions of the court. If the 
Department Commander is unassailable, perhaps the 
War Department may be reached; if not the 
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War Department, then the President; and, as 
a final resort, Congress is appealed to through 
those influences which the best and must innocent are 
not the quickest to adopt, or the most skillful in apply. 
ing. The record to which General Fry appealed will 
show how much has been done in this way to weaken 
that esprit de corps which, left to itself, is so powerful 
in maintaining those high standards of professional 
honor and duty which influence every officer, and area 
protection for the weak ones against the inevitable temp 
tation3 of the Service. 

There is a complaint among officers, with what reason 
we cannot say, that sufficient attention is not given at 
Washington to the official reports that reach them of 
delinquencies which, if properly dealt with at the begin- 
ning, might prevent the worse delinquencies which fol- 
low. And there has been a very bitter complaint of late 
that immediate association with headquarters is some- 
thing like the sacred circle of Holy Church, which Riche- 
lieu draws, in Bulwet's play, around his ward—in 
shielding those who have entered there, from the 
grasp of authority. 

We hope, however, with General Fry, that better 
days are in prospect. We have never had, within our re- 
collection, a President who bas shown so much firmness 
as President Arthur, in resisting personal influence ex- 
erted in favor of delinquents, and he has a most efficient 
coadjutor in Robert Lincoln, whose sound sense and 
quiet determination are already producing excellent re- 
sults. These ‘‘ Army scandals” are only symptoms 
of a disease which might have been to death, if not 
checked by the vigorous remedies which have directed 
attention to it. These exposures, which have brought 
the Service into such such unpleasant notoriety, are the 
evidence of a healthy reaction against demoralizing in- 
fluences, and we are confident that the Army and Navy 
will make # vigorous personal application of the cam- 
paign cry of one of our famous dailies ‘‘ turn the rascals 
out.” 








PAY OF ENLISTED CLERKS AND MESSENGERS. 


Aotina Second Comptroller, James 8. Delano, has 
submitted to the Secretary of War the following opin- 
ion on the question, ‘* Can the enlisted clerks and mes- 
scngers at Army Headquarters and at the Army Medi- 
cal Dispensary in this city (Washington) be paid extra 
duty pay from the appropriation for incidental expenses 


for the current fiscal year ?” 


The Jaw creating aclass of service for which extra duty pay 
was allowed was enacted March 2, 1819 (Stat. 3, p. 488). It pro- 
vided “that whenever itshould be found expedient to employ 
the Army at work on fortification’, in surveys, in cutting rvads, 
and other constant labor, of not less than ten days, the non-com- 
missioned officers, musicians, and privates su employed shall be 
allowed 15 cents and an extra gill of whiskey or spirits each per 
day while so employed.” And in the Appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1835, in pursuance of law, there was 
appropriated $10,000 to pay for such services. This law only 
recognized manual labor, but in the Appropriation biil tor the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1855 (Stat, 10, p. 576), the clanse “‘in- 
cluding those omployed at division and department a 
ters”’ was inserted, and has continued from year to year until the 
present fiscal year. 

It will be observed that extra duty pay for manual labor is 
founded upon jaw creating the service, but the foundation for 
exira duty pay for clerical labor only existed by the clause, “ io- 
cluding those employed at Division and Department Headquar- 
ters,” being inserted in appropriation bill from year to year. 
This clause having been omitted from the appropriation bill, it is 
not material in the settlement uf this question whether it was 
advisedly or accidentaily leit out. 

There 1s no appropriation for this service. It is suggested by 
the Honorable Secretary oj War that this class of service might 
be paid from the general clause, viz.: ‘Also generally the 
proper and authorized expenses in the movement and operations 
of the Army.”’ Under incidental expenses, the objects to which 
this appropriation applies are careiully enumerated, and yet 
there is no doubt that this clause would admit of other objects 
to which the appropriation of incidental expenses mizht apply. 

What objects might properly come under this general clause 
would be a question of judgment in regard to whicu there might 
be differences of opinion. 

But I do not think duty pay to clerks and messengers employed 
at Division and Department Headquarters could be allowed under 
this clause. If the payment of this class of service cou!d be in 
cluded in the general clause, then the entire clause relating to ex 
tra duty pay tor manual labor might be admitted, and the logical 
result of this reasoning would be that all the ubjecta could be ad- 
mitted, Tue objects for which payment may be allowed, uuder 
incidental expense, baving been specified, the natural presump- 
tion follows that, if one o: the objects herstofore specified should 
be omitted, payment for such object could not be made, Cun- 
gress, however, having omitted tuis clause from the appropria- 
tion bill, there i« no recognition of this class ef service, and pay- 
ment could not be made lawfully from incidental expenses, or 
any other appropriation. Jos. 8. DELANO,

Tae Army Appropriation bill approved June 80, 
1882, provided ‘‘that the General of the Army when 
retired shall be retired without reduction in his current 
pay and allowances.” Some one informs the New York 
Zimes from Washington that Gen. Sherman, after call- 
ing a council of lawyers, reaches the conclusion that 
“allowances” means aides-de-camp, and purposes to 
continue at least one aide and a clerk with him after his 
retirement. This statement propably originates in the 
fact that Cols. ‘Tourtellotte and Bacon will accompany 
Gen. Sherman to St. Louis in the fall, and remain with 
him until the date of his retirement, when their duties 
as aides will cease. It is not improbable that an officer 
and clerk will be detailed to assist the General in mat- 
ters of a military nature that will likely be referred to 
him for his opinion, though this may require a special 
act of Congress. Gen. Sherman has never supposed for 
a moment that the law governing his retirement could 
be so construed as toallow bim aides after his retire- 


ment.

On the steamship which will leave on 
Tuesday there are 100 cases of firearms, 400,000 car- 
tridges, and 500 bales of heavy sheeting for tents. The 
Chinese Consul here feels very sore over the French 
victory in Tonquin. Despite their disclaimers, there is 
small doubt that many Chinese were aiding the Anna- 
mese, and only a week ago the Vice-Consul was confi- 
dent that the French would be defeated.” 








In one of the daily papers a soldier is reported as say- 
ing: ‘‘My company was on skirmish drill one after- 
noon (in which nearly all the movements are done in 
double-quick time), and as the captain was about to dis- 
miss us his wife came across the parade ground, and 
walking up to the captain said: ‘ Please, Captain, trot 
them round again; they make the baby laugh.’”

A rormat notification has been sent from Batavia 
that the Straits of Sunda are dangerous, in consequence 
of volcanic eruptions. The English Government, as 
well as our own, has ordered naval vessels there to take 
new observations and give proper warning to merchant 
vessels. 








Mr. L. E. ALExanpar, of St. Louis, Mo., receiver of the 
defunct Columbia Life Insurance Company, has issued a 
circular to the effect that under an order of the Circuit Court 
of that city the policy holders in the St. Louis Life Insurance 
Company, also defunct, are entitled to a dividend of five per 
cent. on their claims aguinst said company.

Navy, of the Asiatic Station, caused by the fall- 
ing of a topgallant mast while at exercise on board the Rich~ 
mond, A friend and comrade sends the following affection- 
ate tribute to the memory of the deceased officer: ‘ By this 
ead accident the Navy has lost one of its best officers, and 
many of its members have to mourn the loss of a warm 
friend, an agreeable companion, an excellent shipmate, 
Lieut. Noyes entered the Naval Academy in 1864 and gradu- 
ated well in a large class in 1868. He served on board the 
Guerriere in Brazil, in the Juniata in Europe, in the Pensa- 
cola and Richmond in the Pacific, in the training ship Min- 
nesota, and he met bis death in service on board the Rich- 
mond in China, He was an intelligent and progressive offi- 
cer, full of energy and force, having a lively interest in al! 

His sad death while still in the 
strength of youth will cast a gloom over his associates and 
friends, but his name will be remembered by all who have 
served with or known him as that of a brave, honorable, and 
upright officer.”

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE LINE. 
To the Kditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I should like to renew the suggestion made in your 
columns some time ago in regard to examinations for 
promotions in the line of the Army, and which are pro- 
vided for already in the naval service. We have in our 
Army a rapidly diminishing class of officers who gained 
their experience in the school of war from 1861 to 1865. 
Aside from these the officers of the line of the Army 
are composed of three classes of men, and in order of 
appointment—Ist, graduates of the Military Academy ; 
2d, promotions from meritorious non-commissioned offi- 
cers ; 8d, political appointments from civil life gathered 
at random from the young men of our country. The 
officers of the first class are supposed to be thoroughly 
well educated for their profession, and bave a physical 
and mental training which, if maintained and cultivated, 
must necessarily make them able and honorable offi- 
cers and gentlemen; of the other two classes, many 
have had the advantages of collegiate training, some of 
private tutors and careful education ; others have had 
simply the advantages offered by our common school 
system. With the abandonment of study and neglect 
of reading and culture all classes necessarily deteriorate, 
the rate depending upon the personal characteristics of 
the man himself. The current of public feeling with 
regard to the Army is very sluggish, and is more easily 
turned against us than quickened for us. Our National 
Guard is daily increasing, not only in numbers but in 
knowledge of military duties and customs. To-day, not 
to advance is to retrograde, and most emphatically is 
this true in the study and practice of the science of war. 
What must we of the Army do to keep our profession 
up to the times in which we live, and our officers ahead 
of those who make military studies simply a pastime 
and amusement as against us for whom it is a life work? 
Our oflicers must be men of education, with some hab- 
its of study and some fondness for instructive reading. 
Fortunately many of them are so naturally, and evince 
a perssnal pride in a knowledge that extends beyond 
the limits of the garrison, and comprises more than old 
stories of camp and field. Many of our old officers have 
won honorable promotion on hard-fought fields, and in 
old age are entitled to a peaceful and comfortable life ; 
but the Army is rapidly filling up with young men, and 
it is to these that its immediate future must be intrust- 
ed. We have now schools of application for each 
branch of the line, and every lieu.enant of the line can, 
if he desires, avail himself of the chances offered at 
these schools, but what inducement has he to continue 
his studies after the short course is finished? Nothing 
put personal pride ; many have this, a great many bave 
not, and a few years in garrison on the frontier leaves 
but slight traces of the recently acquired knowledge. 
If we want to have a profession, we must keep our 
profession up to the standard of other professions, and 
this cannot be done by simply existing as sn officer on 
the Register, and drawing our pay regularly and waiting 
for the slow run of promotion. The men who will not 
have pride enough in their calling to make it one of 
education, honor, soldierly qualities, and refinement, 
must be forced to come to a reasonable standard at least, 
or be passed by the next in rank who will. 

The Engineer, Ordnance, and Medical Uorps are un- 
doubtedly the ablest in our service; naturally so by se 
lection, and enforcedly so by thorough examinations and 
professional pride. Officers of the Engineer Corps are 
rigidly examined on all branches of their profession, 
save that which covers the work on which they are im- 
mediately engaged, so as to make sure that their study 
covers the range of their profession. 

Civil service regulations demand examinations for ap- 
pointments and promotions to simple clerkships. How 
much more necessary must they be for promotion in a 
high, houorable, and important professional branch ot 
the public service—a profession in which the material 
for study is unlimited, and which to-day is so highly 
progressive, continually advancing in the strength and 
power of its attendant equipments and weapons, and 
inviting a great deal of study and ability to the work of 
devising theories and methods which shall be abreast of 
the material and munitions. The incentives for pro- 
fessional work and study in our peace service are very 
small, but thaf is only another reason why enforced 
work becomes necessary to prevent the demoralization 
that 80 easily takes hold on many able men inthe Army, 
and which runs their lives away, leaving much fine ma 
terial undeveloped. It would certainly be perfectly 
feasible to-day to organize and conduct a system of ex- 
’minations for promotion up to the grade of captain, 
and the higher grades could be reached in a few years. 

If there are any lieutenants in our service to-day with- 
out the energy or ability to acquire a respectable degree 
of proficiency in the theory of the profession to which 
they belong, the Army cannot afford to carry them 
through the future as so much dead weight. The daily 
Papers have of late been full of articles seriously reflect- 
Ing on the honor and reputation of the Army. The 
Purification must be furnished from within. Punish- 
ments must be quick and strong. Rigid examinations 
Wold help us in many ways. They could do no harm. 
They would do us a vast deal of good. They would 
Orce some disagreeable work, but everything of any 
Value represents much expended labor. We have every- 

to gain and nothing but days of idleness to lose, 
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Let us try them as an experiment. I hope that the offi- 
cers of the Line interested in this subject will take it up 
ani give us their opinions, NE.

THE BLACK AND YELLOW FLAGS. 


As there seems to be a general disposition to assume 
that Chinese troops must have had something to do 
with the recent defeat of the French in which Capt. 
Riviere lost his life, it may be as well to state that such 
a view is opposed to the facts, and that the French have 
still only to encounter as opponents in Tonquin the An- 
namese, and the forces of the Black and Yellow Flags. 
There will be some curiosity to ascertain who these 
latter are, and as they are Chinese by race and in ap- 
pearance it may be well to describe their political status 
before they are confounded with the regular Chinese 
Army. 

The Taeping rebellion broke out in the province of 
Kwangsi, and after extending across China to within 
sight of the capital it was finally overcome by the joint 
efforts of the Imperial commanders and of General 
Gordon. In 1865 those of the rebels who bad either 
remained in Kwangsi or who had had the good fortune 
to escape there were expelled the province by the Em- 
peror’s lieutenants and driven across the border into 
Tonquin, They found a secure place of refuge in the 
mountains on either side of the Songcoi Valley, but far 
from wishing to exn3perate the Chinese authorities they 
showed a disposition to act in obedience to their behests 
and to carry out their projects. In numbers their fight- 
ing men were at this period computed at 5,000. At first 
Watsong, said to have been one of the principal of Taep- 
ing Wang’s followers, was the recognized chief of this 
band of exiles, who were accompanied by their wives 
and families. The Annamese troops were repeatedly 
sent against these trounlesome and self-invited guests, 
but only to experience defeat; and iv 1868 these Chi- 
nese rebels were in unquestioned possession of the right 
bank of the Songcoi above the capital. The assistance 
of the Chinese Viceroy of the Two Kwang was invoked 
and accorded with such good results that these assail- 
ants were expelled from the low-lying country and con- 
fined to the upper course of the river. A division in 
the chiefship of the band came almost at the same mo- 
ment to give increased effect to the interference of the 
Chinese authorities. Watsong died, and two chiefs 
were elected in his stead, one by the original followers 
of the Taepings, the other by those who had joined 
Watsong in the hope of plunder or from the desire to 
elude the pursuit of justice. The breaking up of the 
association was made the more complete by the adop- 
tion of different ensigns; and while those in favor of an 
adventurous life retained ‘‘the black flag ” the rest, 
anxious for the safety of their families, and willing to 
come to terms with the authorities both of Annam and 
of China, adopted “ the yellow flag” as their token. 

The division was of a more serious character than the 
mere change of name, for the Black Flag were com- 
posed of the worst characters and most dangerous 
marauders of a disturbed border and a troubled period. 
Their leader, Liu Yuen Fou, had been the most famous 
freebooter of Kwangsi, from which position it was an 
easy passage for him to become the most trusted officer 
of Watsong. But the Yellow Fiag were much more 
disposed to settle down and to lead a peaceful life. 
Some of them had neither sympathized with, nor taken 
ue in, the operations of the Taepings; and their chief 

wang Tsong In hud been a soldier in the army of 
Kwangsi. The principal settlement of the Black Flag 
is at Laokai, on the Songcoi, while that of the Yellow 
Flag is at Hagiang, some distance east and inland of 
that place. Although the Black Flag were the fiercer, 
the Yellow Flag were the more numerous, and enjoyed 
a superiority in this respect which the former could not 
ignore. By subsidizing the latter the Annamese au- 
thorities were able to feel that they bad done something 
towards insuring the good behavior of the former. 
They did not refuse, however, to avail themselves of 
the military services of the one or the other as suited 
their convenience ; and when M. Garnier made himself 
master of Hanoi in 1873 it was with an army largely 
composed of the Black Flag that the Annamese returned 
to attack him. The French officer did not make suffi- 
cient allowance for their superior courage, and while 
making an attack on their position was cut down and 
killed. The Annamese have in the presence of the 
same enemy now appealed to the same allies, and both 
the Black and Yellow Flags are again arrayed under the 
banner of Tuduc in Tonquin. Their numbers, it need 
only be stated in conclusion, have very considerably in- 
creased since their arrival in Annamese territory, for 
whereas the whole band of Watsong numbered only 
5,000 warriors the Black Flag alone now muster that 
number, and the Yellow Flag, perhaps, twice as many 
more. 

As to China, a Jetter from Tientsin, published in the 
Temps, asserts that warlike tendencies are dominant 
among the Chinese. ‘The workmen in the Nankif 
arsenal are busy; a Catholic Bishop reports the levy of 
one man per family in his diocese; 6,000 Mauser rifles 
have been despatched from Tieatsin to Shanghai, and 
2,500,000 cartridges have been embarked at the latter 
place. Orders have also been given for the shipment of 
25 Krupp field guns and 150 chests of ammunition. At 
Tientsin, moreover, the construction of fortification 





works is proceeding, the troops are daily drilled and the 
incessant sound of trumpets would almost make one 
fancy himself in a French garrison town.

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SHIP BUILDING ON THE DELAWARE. 


Tue Philadelphia Press reports that the iron and steel 
ship-building industry of the Delaware River has had a won- 
derful development since the opening of the present year, 
The expansion of the trade has been without precedent. The 
following table will show the tonnage of the iron and steel 
ships built in this country from 1868 to 1883:

tion there were built at bis yard 12 vessels, with # total ton- 
nage of 23,809 tons. Three of the boats were of identical 
dimensions and general pattern, and were built for the Brazil 
trade. One, the Cienfuegos, goes to the south side of Cuba, 
and another will engage in general coasting. The Utowana 
and Viking were pleasure yachts, and two, the Lampasas 
and Alamo, are destined for Texas, Tho Alaskan, a side- 
wheel steamer, leaves in a few days for the Pacific Coast, 
One of the boats, a steamer, intended for the Florida Coast 
trade, is steel-plated. Bhe is not yot named. The largest of 
these vessel, the Lampasazs, is 329%, feet long, 4014 feet wide, 
with a depth of hold of 23}¢ feet, All of the vessels but one 
are provided with compouud engines. 

The data regarding the yard of the American Shipbuilding 
Company at Port Richmond, of which Oapt. H. H. Gorringe 
is president, relates only to such vessels as are now well un 
der way on the stocks, owing to the recent establishment of 
operations, There are nine large ships being constructed, 
The total quantity of iron called for aggregates 2,940 tons, 
Two of the vesrels are of 2,000 and 2,200 tons tonvage re- 
spectively, and four are three-masted schooners, Que isa 
o- collier, registering 900 tons, the rest tugboats of 40 to 

tons. 

There have been seven Jaunches of iron vessels at the yard 
of the Cramps at Port Richmond. Oue of these was the 
Tacoma, in whose construction there were used 4,200,000 
pounds of iron, or 2,100 tons. There were built two steam- 
ers, which consumed 3,650 tons of iron, and a steamer re- 
quiring 750 tons of like material. In the building of Jay 

ould’s steam yacht Alalants there were used 600 tons of 
iron, Small vessels and miscellaneous items brought the 
total of the iron used in construction up to 14,600,000 pounds, 
or 7,800 tons. The average consumption heretofore at this 
yard bas been about 10,000 tons. This year it promises to 
exceed that figure. 

The development of the iron shipping interests is reported 
to be in the direction of foreign countries. The South Amer- 
ican nations, in particular, are coming to the Delaware to 
buy and build their vessels. The Pusey and Jones Company 
of Wilmington, are almost exclusively in the building of 
boats for Braail, United States of Colombia, and other South 
American countries. Even our wooden ships are going to 
Mexico, Cuba, aud the West Indies, 

The total number of wooden vessels launched, including 
those about completed, from the various yards upon the Del- 
aware River and the creeks leading thereinto, is thirty-six. 
Of these 10 are to be credited to Wilmington, 16 to Oamde 
at Cooper's Point, 5 to Philadelphia, and the rest to Milfo 
and Mion, Del., and Salem, N. J. If these vessels could be 
ranged in procession they would extend over half a mile, 
The actual displacement approximates 21,000 tons. This is 
aa average of over 600 tons each, The builders agree in 
saying that from two-thirds to three-fourths of the year's 
business is done after July 1, and between that period and 
December. The outlook for wooden shipbuilding 13 reported 
as being unusually promising. ‘Trade is being developed 
with every section of the country. Many orders from the 
South are in hand, aud six vessels are now on the stocks for 
points in South America aud the West Indivss. It is estimated 
that the production of wooden vessels this year will be fally 
one-third greater than that of 1882. ‘This is based upon the 
number already launched and on the stocks nearing comple- 
tion. Speculators say the transportation of freight in wooden 
vessels has of late become, at the best, an undesirable and 
uncertain source of profit, and cannot be carried on in a sea- 
son when freights are low, exc»pt at a dead loss. Builders 
are of the opinion that the prophesied downfall of wooden 
skipping is not yet near at band, and say that, even in the 
matier of towing tugs, the demand is increasing. They are 
in no fear nor danger of foreiga competition, 

During the past nine months over 200 ships have under- 
gone repairs at Oamden alone, and many others at Philadel- 
phia and Wilmington. 


SURGICAL APPLIANCES FOR DISABLED VETERANS. 


Congress having appropriated a small sum for furnishing 
special surgical appliances to those disabled in the military 
or naval service, the Surgeon General's Office is desirous of 
obtaining authentic information regarding all existing cases 
of severe and unusual injuries. Lu reporting such, it will be 
found useful to bear 1n mind the following points: 1—As no 
money commutation is authorized, only such cases need be 
presented as offer a fair prospect of being relieved by surgi- 
cal or mechanical appliauces. 2—Artificial limbs and appa- 
ratus for disabled limbs being otherwise provided for by law, 
the injuries here in view are almost exclusively those affecting 
the head, face, or trunk. 3—As trusses are farnished under 
special legislation, hernia, when not complicated with other 
injuries, is not to be uaoderstood as covered by this appro- 
priation for special apphiancea. 4—As the appropriation is 
small, it is proper that it be expended only in the most meri- 
torious cases, It is therefore not intended to furnish appli- 
ances which are ordinarily within the means of the indivi- 
dual, nor those that are of » character so perishable that it 
would be difficult to keep up the supply. acd is to be

It was aiso a pleasure to notice 
the interest taken by the officers in the scores nade by members 
of their own battery, and the practica) manner in which they in- 
structed the men, All the officers present fired scores in turn 
with their men, @ custom which is certainly an excellent one, 
‘Through the kindness of Col. C. L. Best, 4th U. 8. Artillery, com- 
mandivg the post, the writer was enabled to visit and inspect 
every portion of the post. The soldiers barracks are situatea on 
the channei side of the fort, with plenty of sunlight and chance 
for ventilation. Each room was visited in turn, and all were 
found to be scrupulously clean and neat, The men have a good 
deal of time to themselves which they employ in various ways. 
There is quite a good sized library at the post where they may, 
and do, go and read, and from which books may be taken to their 

uarters. The daily papers, weekly papers from all parts of the 

Dited States, the illustrated gazines, service gazi and 
other monthly periodicals can aiways be found on its tables. 
The standard works of fiction and many books of reference and 
professional works are on its shelves, There is a billiard table 
which they may use and good grounds for base bal! and toot ball. 
In the evening in ‘ine weather they all eit in front of their quar- 
ters and amuse themselves with music and singing. When no 
duty interferes, to Boston are yranted them, varying in 
duration from five or six hours to two days. These passes can 
always be obtained by soldiers of good behavior, and furloughs 
of from a week to a month or two months may be obtained when 
necessary. In fact, as an officer of the post remarked to the 
writer; ‘‘ The men are well treated by their officers, have guod 
fare and the hours of labor are short, and the lsbor not severe, 
Indeed, they bave as littie to complain of here as at any other 
post in the country.”

THE GERMAN MEROANTILE MARINE. 


Tue sea-going German merchant navy comprived on Jan- 
uary 1, 1883, 4,370 vessels, having a registered tonnage of 
1,226,650 tons. Of these 3,855 were sailing vessels; having 
registered tonnage 915 446 tons, and 515 were steamers, with 
311.204 registered tonnage. As compared with the figares 
of January 1, 1882, there was a decrease of 139 vessels, but 
an increase of 32,243 in the tonnage. The number of sail- 
ing vessels had decreased by 196, while theesteamers had 1- 
creased by 53. The total number of sailors in the German 
mercantile marine amounted on January 1, 1883, to 39 031, 
against 39,109the previous year, being a falling off of 78. 
Classifying the vessels as to size, there were on January |, 
1888, 1,366, or over 31 per cent. of the whole number of vé* 
sels, which were of less than 50 tons ; 21 were of more tba 
2,000 tons register, of which three were sailing ships and !

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TRIAL OF THE HAZERS. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Sept. 4, 1883. 


The court-martial now in session on the 1. 8. ship Sante, Na 
val Academy, is acheery place to everybody except the accused 
and the witnesses, The court meets in the wardroom of the ship, 
which is an apartment about twelve yards square, with ceilings 
#0 loity that a six-footer can navigate under them without fear 
that the crown of his head will be perforated by one ot those nu- 
merous bolts that dot the walls of ships of war. Tasteful pic- 
tures hang on the walls, and comfortable chairs, convenient ta- 
bles, and an inviting lounge dot the floor about, 

It is difficult to tell which are ghe greater objects of pity in 
this court—the accused or the witnesses It is interesting to 
observe how the witnesses hedge and hedge, aud ask what is 
meant by a question, so they can answer with a due regard to 
their oath and an overweoning discretion for their persecutors. 
But hedging out-hedged itself yesterday, when Mr, Hawkes, of 
the third class, was on the stand in the case of Mr. Andrews. 
When the Judge-Advocate would put some particularly search- 
ing question to him, he would roll his eyes to the ceiling, then 
to the east and then to the west, with the most paintul embar- 
rassment, and finally bring up to the court again, when he would 
announce his answer. When, however, he declared he could not 
tell whether or not the hazing of Cadet Stearus, on a particular 
evening, lasted ten minutes or one hour, the court was absolutely 
disgusted, and two members of it almost simultaneously de- 
clared, with significant empbasis, “ That will do/” 

The fourth class men—the bazed—are very anxious to testify 
48 little as possible, and it is really surprising, and a credit to 
their intelligence, what exact answers these boys of sixteen and 
seventeen give, They answer to the dot the question put, but 
seldom, if ever, drop a syllable to lead the court on to new dis- 
coveries, and it is apparent that there is more in the witness’ 
mind than he is inciived to tell, and more than what the court 
has yet reached. He answers what is required, but that with 
rigid severity. 

The cadets that bad their cases called first were wise. Every 
day bring out new evidence, and makes more certain the convic- 
tion of those yet to be tried. The court asks such general and’ 
drag-net questions that it has quite incensed the hazers, one of 
whom denounced the interrogatories as unconstitutional. He 
took care, huwever, not to do it in the hearing of the court, 

Some one will ask, How could these things be done, and the 
Officers not see it? 1s not many afPimproper act done by a man’s 
children in his very house. almost in his very sight, and he not 
know it? Why, the hazers are not followed by the eye of the 
officers to bed, to the washroom, and dogged at every step about 
the ship, and more, the hazed are often willing subjects to some 
of the running, and in all cases, whether it be fan or hazing, 
they prefer to suffer rather than to tell on, by word or act, their 

pmates. The idea prevails that itis e want of manliness to 
inform, and, with this added, the belief that resistance makes 
Matters worse. ‘Thus ail these things combine to make the 
hazers secure. Had it not been for the watchful eye of the cor- 
poral of the guard of the Constellation, there would have been no 
court-martial on the Santee to-day. The hazers,on an unlocky 
Right in July, had grown, bold by their immunity from discovery, 
and did not watch. It will cost some of them their commissions 
> the Navy, and some honorable careers have been suddenly 

The evidence go far produced shows that the hazing jokes per- 
Petrated by the third classmen were generally of a very mild 
Character, and while men of principle recoil always from strength 

ing advantage of weakness, yet no one could but be amused 
Stsome of the features of the “‘running.”” For instance, one 
was never allowed to come through the doorway of the wash- 
Toom, but was made to craw! through the window like an alliga- 
tor, on all fours. Another was made to take out bis seamanship 





note-book, with such entries as “A—22; B—4; C—6,”’ and sing 

them to the tune of ‘Yankee Doodie.”” When the testimony 

came out it nearly upset the gravity of the court itself. Another 
was made to take, with his mouth, a coin from the bottom of a 
basin of water, while gymnastic performances of the plebs, ia 
their night dresses, standing on their heads, etc., seemed to be 
the backbone of the hazers’ programme. 

These antics were all required of forty-nine plebs, at the hands 
of twenty-three third classmen, for half ot the third class was 
left at the Naval Academy ior practical work, this summer, in (he 
machine shops. It does seem drull to look at Mr. Cress, of third 
class, and then at Mr. Moore of the fourth and consider that the 
first is charged with intimidating the latter. Cadet Cress isa 
midyet, barely being regulation size, and Cadet Moore is a broad. 
shouldered six footer. 

The trialsthus far have resulted in the acquittal of Cadets 
Andrews and Witherspoon. Cadet Trapwell, who was first tried, 
pleaded guilty.

THE NAVAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Tux Newport News of August 15 devotes two columns to 
the subject of the Naval Training School at Coaster’s Harbor 
Island, The buildings, which are to be erected, are de- 
scribed, These buildings consist of drill-room, rigging loft, 
and sail Joft, the whole to be heated by a boiler house. The 
improvements will further include an artesian well to supply 
the island and vessels of the squadron with pure fresh water, 
and an iron pier will be built from the southern end of the 
island to connect the latter with the United States Training 
Ship New Hampshire. The News corrects the false impres- 
sion that the United States training ships are reformatories 
for bad or unruly boys, which has done much to retard the 

rogress of this most valuable branch of our national service. 
Notwithstanding all that has been said to the contrary, this 
impression still prevails to such an extent that numerous 
periodicals, and especially religious papers, insist upon refer- 
ring to the sailor as an outcast, and to the ships in which he 
goeth down to the sea, as places fit only for the bad and in- 
corrigible. One of the aims of the training system is to dis 
pel this unjust and, at the present age, slanderous allegation. 
The fact is that in the selestion of naval apprentices, no 
bad, vicious, or unruly boys are taken, and parents who ap- 
ply occasionally to have an unraly boy disciplined are invar- 





iably informed that their application cannot bo entertained. 
The advantages of the school, as set forth at length, are 
such that were they well uncerstood many a boy who now 
spends his time in unprofitable and unremunerative toil, 
with but a doubtful future in view, or who prepares himself 
by dint of sacrifice and study for one of the already over- 
crowded er pers would eagerly grasp at the opportuni- 
ties here held out to him. If after completing his apprent- 
a on reaching his my he is still youog enough, 
should he decide to relinquish the naval profession, to adapt 
himself to some occupation on shore, and what is more, his 
pay while in the Navy will have enabied him to tide over the 
interval of leisure which he may want to devote to the pur- 
suit of some other avocation. Should he, on the contrary, 
decide to euter the merchant service, which must eventually 
and maybe will ere long reassume its original importance, bis 
naval training willenable him at the very outset to a 
position as mate on board of any vessel afloat. 
A description of the requisites for admissioa to the school 
and the rules governing its management complete the article.

NAVAL CADETSHIPS. 


Arrention has recently been called editorially, by 
the Boston Daily Advertiser, to the method of anpoint- 
ing the cadet midshipmen at Annapolis. Under the 
existing law, there is allowed at the Naval Academy 
‘one cadet midshipman for every member or delegate 
of the House of Representatives, one for the District of 
Columbia, and ten appointed at large.” These cadets, 
unlike those of the Army and the cadet engineers who 
are appointed by the President, are, with the exception 
of those from the District of Columbia and “ at large,” 
nominated upon the recommendation of the members or 
delegates of the House of Representatives. The practi- 
cal result is, consequently, that our Navy is formed of 
men originally selected by members of the lower house 
of the National Legislature. The Advertiser says: 
‘The present system of nomination exposes Congress- 
men to much annoyance, and has led to frequent charge 
of favoritism and bribery. It is an anomaly unworthy 
of perpetuation. The nomination and appointment of 
all officers of the United States should be vested in the 
President and Senate, the President alone, or in officers 
already appointed and confirmed by the President and 
Senate.” hile this questioa, belonging as it does to 
the military rather than to the civil service of the Gov- 
ernment, does not come directly wi:hin the proviuce of 
debate of civil service reform, it is nevertheless a kin- 
dred topic, and worthy of consideration by those who 
are laboring to purify the departmental one and 
elevate the tone of the entire public service. The en- 
trusting of the appointment of cadets to Congressmen 
is, as the Advertiser most justly says, ‘an anomaly un- 
worthy of perpetuation,” ‘‘not barmonious with the 
theory of the Government” and *‘ part and parcel of a 
spoils svstem.” Aside from the policy of allowing 
legislators of the lower house to determine the material 
of the Navy, it would be difficult to fiod constitutional 
authority for vesting this power inthem. Moved by 
the complaints of favoritism and charges of bribery 
above referred to, many Congressmen on their own rc- 
sponsibility have already initiated systems of competi- 
tive examination fur those wishing nominations to the 
Naval Academy, and the results have been such as to 
justify the experiment and to encourage an expansion 
of it by law. Now that the machinery of examining 
boards is fully in place all over the couatry, it would Le 
a very easy step for Congress to take to abolish tle 
present methods of appointment to Annapolis and Wet 
Point, aud to provide for competitive examinations of 
the most desirable kind, for those who desire to euter 
the service. No possible step could be taken that would 
do more to raise the standard of requirement for en- 
trance into the service, or tend more decidedly to in- 
crease interest in the naval and military branches of the 
Government among the people at large. Another 
reason for the change will probably be found in the 
fact that, as the number of Congressmen increases 
under successive appointments, the number of cadets at 
Annapolis will become even more unnecessarily large 
than it now is.

and to fire only when certcia of a good aim. The Hovas are 
admitted to have acted courageously, and they have recov- 
ered some credit with the French. Before dawn on the 5th 
of July they attempted a second surprise, but suffered 
severely, the electric light enabling the ships to pour shells 
on the retreating forces. 

Tax marriage of the Princess Zorka, eldest daughter of 
the Prince Nikita, of Montenegro, with Prince Peter Kara- 
georgevich, which took piace at Cettinje Aug. 11, is regarded 
by the Slav party as quite a political event, and its announce-~ 
ment took the Slavs of Dalmatia by surprise. They see in it 
the hand of Russia, without whose encouragement at least 
the marriage could not have taken place. At any rate Rus- 
sia gives the Slave no opportunity Zor concluding that she has 
abaudoned her lead of that general Slav movement which is 
going on wherever a Slav population exists, and of which no 
man can foresee the end. 

Tux Austrian government contemplates sending next year 
an ae expedition to Central Asia, with the object 
especially of collecting information of all kinds concerning 
the high plateau of Tibet. The services of the celebrated 
traveller Col. Prjewalakij have been secured. He will be ac- 
companied by two military officers, a civilian volunteer, and 
a linguist acquainted with some of tae Central Asiatic 
tongues. A scientific staff will also be attached. The Rus- 
sian goverument has promised an escort of Trans-Ba'kal 
Cossacks. Tue expenses of the equipment, etc., are esti- 
mated at nearly $12,500. 

Tux Madrid newspapers publish particulars of the French 
gambling connected with the recent conspiracy. They allege 
that 750,000f, was the amount subscribed t y the pool, or syn- 
dicate, to be risked in the corruption of the soldiers. More 
revelations are when the censorship of the prevs 
has been abolished. In the meantime it is noteworthy that 
the semi-official journals, which previously had strenuously 
denied that either French gold or influence had in the slight- 
est degree been used to favor a Spanish military rising, now 
admit tnat there may be some fotndation for a portion of 
these allegations.

Callao was blockaded by the Chil- 
jan syuadrou, and preparati were mading in Chili to sena a 
strong expedition of about 5,000 meu against Peru, It seems that 
the two republics, Buenos Ayres and Cuili, are determiued to 
crush the yreat power of Santa Cruaz—who is represented to have 
some inclination to make himself Emperor. Money was very 
scarce, and business very dull, both in Lima and Chili, in conse- 
q of the ttled state of the country. The British Ad- 
wiral Ross has been appoiuted to the Pacific station. He arrived 
at Valparaiso on the 13ih, with several commissioners from 
Buenos Ayres, It is said that he intends to use al! his influence 
to effect some peuceable arrangemert between the three gevern- 
ments. The U, 8, schooner B zer, Lieut. Nicholson, arrived here 
on the lst from Mazatlan, San Blas, and Acapulco. The 
made a long stay on the coast, to protect American property, 
She sailed about the 23d April trom Mazatlan, and saw the Ame- 
rican ship Congress, of New York, clear out bound for New York 
via Valparaiso, where she was to land the supercargo, a Mr.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
THE INDIANAPOLIS ENCAMPMENT. 


Tux efforts of Gov. Porter, the Military Association of Ip. 
dianapolis, but especially of Brig.-Gen. James R. Carnahan, 
adjutant-general of Indiana, an officer of great ability and 
& nan of indomitable energy, in behalf of the second annual 
military encampment, have been crowned with success. 

The interest of the public generally has been aroused, 
while the members of the State Guard have enjoyed a week 
of instruction in the various duties of the soldier. In our 
description of the camp aud military exercises we will first 
discuss the drille of the Indiana Legion for the infantry 
rizes, the first consisting of $400, the second $200. 

At 11.05 a. m., Wedoesday, Aug. 15, the Indianapolis Light 

Infantry, Co. A, 2d Regiment, the crack organization of the 
Indiana Legion, marched upon the drill ground, preceded 
by its fine drum and — 9 corps of 2i men. This company 
presented a neat general appearance in its neat dark blue 
fatigue uniform, caps, and black belts. The bearing of the 
command was exceedingly military. No. 2, front rauk, first 
set of fours, was slow coming to attention after falling nm 
ranks, No, 3, front rank, same set, stood with his heels 
apart after the company was faced tothe front. The lst 
sergeant stood somewhat to the right of the front and centre 
at the formation of the company. Tae Light Infantry pessed 
a very good inspection of arms, which, although cleaner by 
far than the pieces of most other organizations at the camp, 
were nevertheless marked by rust and oil uuder the slide of 
the sight, under the hammer at half-cock, and on the head 
of the firing pin when forced out, The manual was nicely 
executed in good time, with the exception of stacking arms 
without the numbers, when the stack on the left was slowly 
and poorly made. The firings were good, except the ** load 
and direct fire.” In firing “as front rank, :ight oblique,” 
the right file anticipated commands. Firing without the 
numbers, at recover arms, one man fired his piece instead 
of recovering. The alignments were very fair, but, ia the 
writer's opinion, it would have been much better to have 
established the first sergeant alone, or with one or two men 
at most, as a basis, instead of the sergeant and the adjacent 
set of fours. The time consumed in this latter case in dresg- 
ing the men constituting the basis or the alignment is gen- 
erally sufficient to dress the entire company. The step was of 
proper length, firm and military ; cadence good. 

In doubie time the arms were kept steady,in violation of 
page 20, Tactics, which prescribes a gentle swinging of the 
arms, This, the proper way, is more natural and less fa- 
tiguing. Thiscriticism will apply to a large majority of the 
companies in attendance at this encampment. The wheels 
in line were generally performed in good style. In the 
movement ‘ being at a halt wheel to the right and halt,” 
the files near the marching flank were behind the line. In 
‘*at a halt wheel to the left aud continue the march,” the 
files near the marching flank were beyond the line. 

Tbe movements by fours and the different formations into 
line, were excellent. The platoon exercises were above the ay- 
erage. In movement 67 of the programme, “‘ being in lineata 
halt wheel the platoons to the right and continue the march” 
the platoons wheeled in ‘‘bew” lines. In changing direc- 
tion shortly afterwards the 2d platoon broke near the pivot. 
The commands for No. 69 ‘to put the column of platoons in 
motion and change direction at the same time” should have 
been in the order: 1. Forward. 2, Guide, rigbt. 3. Col- 
umn, right. 4. March., instead of: 1. Forward. 2. Col- 
ump, right. 2. Guide, right. 4. March. 

The programme for the Indiana Legion Infantry drill was 
made short and simple because most of the companies com- 
peting are organizations of recent origin. Notwithstanding 
the other companies took nearly 45 minutes—the allotted 
time—to finish the ogeemme, the Indianapolis Light In- 
fantry got through in mivutes. Geueral Carnahan had 
introduced into this programme a new feature, a skirmish 
drill of 10 minutes duration, which embraced all the princi- 
pal skirmish movements. In advancing ia skirmish line the 
rigbt failed to keep up proper intervals, the men did not 
rive at the command cease tiring, and one shot was fired 
after that command had been given. Most of the skirmish 
firing was with blank cartridges, This company won the 
first prize by a score of 84.15 out of a possible 100, Lt was 
organized July 16, 1877, and numbers 73 enlisted meu and ofli- 
cers, the latter being all geutiemen of military experience. 

The Richardson Zouaves, Co. H, 2d Regiment, Indiana 
Legion, commenced their.drill at 3.06 p.m. Their uniform 
consisted of a neat blue and gold furage cap, dark blue jack- 
et, trimmed, red sash, and light blue kove-breeckes, with 
white leggius, forming, as a whole, quite a becqming dress. 
Although organized and dressed as Zouaves, General Curna- 
han mustered the company int» State service, with the dis- 
tinct understanding that tbe company should be thoroughly 
drilled according to Upton’s Tactics fms any fancy Zouave 
movements should be attempted. 

Considering the fact that this company was mustered into 
the ion October 1, 1882, its progress has been ren.ark- 
able. it proves what a careful, painstaking and hardwork- 
ing captain can accomplish in a few months in a military 
way with an attentive body of active young men. 

he company was formed with celerity and precision. The 
first sergeant should have been at a cary arms instead of 
fixing his bayonet while making the division of platoons. 

The pieces were not very clean; gloves were dirty. Bar 
ring these defects the Zouaves passed a good inspection. Ia 
the manual of arms, by the numbers, one file near the left 
executed the present and carry without the nnmoers, and 
the commands were generally anticipated. Coming from & 
secure to a carry, by the numbers, oue man dropped bis hand 
before the command “two.” Two men ou the right were 
slow in executing the reverse. The manual! without the 
numbers was fair, but, as before, the commands were geD- 
erally anticipated. In the firing by the numbers, the left 
file fired before the command. In the same part, being 2 
single rank, executing “‘as front rank, left oblique,” one 
man brought his piece to a vertical posi’ion. Under the 
head “‘ firing without the numbers,” in the recover arms, 
several men came down to the position of ready at the com- 
mand ‘‘recover.” In ‘ asrear rank, left oblique,’ two men 
were slow in bringing their pieces to a vertical position. 
The remarks concerning the establishment of the mon a8 & 
basis in dressing as given in the remarks on the Indianspo 
lis Light Infantry, apply also to this company. In dressing 
backwards to the righi some men passed too far beliud the 
line. About 6 inches is sufficient, but here the men took & 
foot or two.

efforts, but from what we saw we are sure the wish to im- 
prove by correcting their mistakes exceeds their love of 
Praise. Many of these corrections appear at first small and 
unimportant. But it is only strict attention to such details 
that indicates thorough training, discipline, and “esprit de 
corps,” which qualities, combined with others, often decides 
the fate of batties.

Williamson with a full field and staff present, with the regi- 
mental band of 22 members, marched by the right flank 
through the beautifal = the fair grounds just one mile 
out, Company H from North Lewisburg reported in camp. 
The ‘camping party” of the day before under charge of 
the Q. M., Lieut Shuman, had a camp of 93 tents standing, 
as the companies were turned into their streets. First of 
all rations were issued and dinner prepared, the material 
being the Regular Army ration. Owing to the delays the 
drill by battalion was omitted the first afternoon. Guard 
mounting at 4 P. mM. with the usual hesitation upon the part 
of all concerned in the various parts of the ceremony. This 
has been noticed each year on account of new officers and 
non-com. officers making this ceremony for the first time. 
Each day this ceremony was improved, but never reached the 
degree of perfection required by the ‘Tactics. Some omis- 
sions each day, such as inspection of boxes, the failure in 
wheeling the guard into line, and forming fours, the salutes 
at gu quarters by both guards, etc. The best ceremony 
was that with Lieut. Portsmouth as officer of the guard. 
He, determined to have wheeling and salutes as intended, 
wheeled his guard into line and marched in review the second 
time. This ceremony is properly the adjutant’s special 
work and should receive particular attention at his hands, 
and field and staff officers expected and waited on the cor- 
rection of errors in the ceremony by Adjt. Grose. In this 
there was some disappointment for, as said above, some 
details were omitted each day. Generally speaking officers 
and non-com. officers performed their duty very well; senti- 
nels tried to learn and the officers tried to post them in their 
duties and instructions while on post. Salutes were made 
by sentinels with better understanding and more uniformity 
than ever before in the camps of this regiment ; instructions 
were turned over day and night better than usual. Chal- 
lenges were performed, with some exceptions, in a creditable 
manner, considering that many of these men are recruits 
and never received instruction before coming into camp. 
The drills by battalion began on the second day, and for 
this day were confined to marching in line, marching to the 
rear, advance by the flank of companies, marching the com- 
panies to the rear, forming line while march by the flank of 
companies, marching by the flank, forming on right and left 
into line, breaking from the left and right to march to the 
right and left. On the third day the wings were taken out 
by lieutenaut-colonel and major, each battalion repeating 
part of the above and adding the front into line from column 
of fours, changing the position of the battalion by marching 
by the flank of companies and forming front into line with- 
out doing so toward the side of the file vlosers. To the 
formation of the line by two movements was added on the 
fourth day practice on the double column of fours 
and the formation of the live to the right and 
left—the right wing commanded this day by Colonel 
Williamson, on account of Major Laughlin being sick, 
the lieutenant-colonel in charge of the left wing. The col- 
umn of fours was formed on right and left into line, and the 
battalions practiced in firings by file and bycompany. The 
drill was completed by practice in forming the double col- 
umns of fours front into line and formation of line by two 
movements—right and left of companies rear into column as 
closing part of the drill. The battalions were passed in re- 
view before Col. David King, of Springfield, Ohio, late lieu- 
tenant-colonel 94th O. V. I., who was in the field as an inter- 
ested spectator, following the left wing and its commander. 
During the war this Lieut.-Col. King had the wing com- 
mander spoken of, with him as a ‘* small drummer boy.” 

Saturday forenoon closed the drills by battalion. The 
regiment went to tho field under charge of the lientenant- 
colonel, The practice included this day front into line from 
column of companies, formation on right and left into line 
from the same kind of column, and changes of front on 
firat and eighth companies—the column of companies being 
formed at times by wheeling at times by right or left of com- 
panies rear into column. ‘I'he movements from first to last 
enlisted the interést of officers and men, and everywhere 
there was the same desire to repeat the movements until 
cleared of errors, The weak points in the drill of the bat- 
talion were made in such companies as failed in keeping the 
files closed to proper distance upon forming line, and loss of 
distance in the column of fours while marching ; in short, 
some neglects of the school of company and soldier. The 
strong poiuts consisted in a quick understanding of all the 
movements attempted and an effort to avoid errora a second 
time. 

The series of movements consisted of a selection of all the 
simpler methods of forming line in every direction from the 
column of fours, and of avoiding close columns altogether 
There was an honest regret expressed by many officers that 
these drills were not ordered on the closing day of the en- 
campment, as at the middle of the week. It is the intention 
to have regiments neglect other drills for the sake of these; 
for this reason Gen. Smith ordered two drills of the battal- 
ion each day. By a close count, the regiment was in the field 
for seven drills out of twelve, as ordered, which was about 
three short of what might have been. 

In addition, the companies kept up the company drill for 
an hour each morning, and in some cases (Cos. D and E) the 
skirmish drill in place of drill by company. These compa- 
nies made a very good drill by trumpet calls. The rallies and 
firiogs, advancing and retreating, were among the best

The review and inspection by Gen. Smith were fixed for 
Saturday afternoon, August 25.

The regiment looked 
well—marched in perfect time, to the music of one of the 
best enlisted bands in the service, It must be said to the 
credit of the band, as handled by Dram Major Marlin, that 
it is always found at the right time and place as directed in 
the Tactics, in all ceremonies. The band is well drilled, and 
selects always music adapted to the occasion. No colonel or 
adjutant need worry about the movements of such a band 
as that belonging to the 3d Regiment. 

In the inspection that followed, General Smith found 
some difference in the companies--for such as showed 
clothing and arms in good serviceable condition, 
with fair instruction in handling thcir pieces, he 
had words of praise. In other cases he had words 
of censure, a justly so, when he found the arms 
and clutbing had not received that attention that each prom- 
ised upon accepting a commission, It is true the companies 
were not the same, yet as a who!e the General said the regi- 
ment was in good condition. 

He was especially severe upon such officers as were found 


equipped, with intention, in the State uniform which, as 
0 


fien, are not to be worn by officers—the State does 


not provide uniforms for officers, A few may be excused for 
lack of time in which to equip themselves, while it must be 
admitted a few wear the uniform, intended only for the men, 
through intention or ignorance. 


During the camp & non-com. officers’ school was assem- 


——— 


bled each day under the Lieut.-Ool. This very important 

body of men were present, always eager to acquire inetruo- 

tion in drill, in discipline, in guard mounting and other cer- 

emonies. Each day showed fewer mistakes upon the part 

of guides and file closers in the companies and im the corpo- 

= in the charge of reliefs, during their tours of guard 
uty. 

Officers’ schoo] was held each evening before the colonel’s 
tent. At first these were devoted to a study of the move- 
ments for next day’s drill, Near the close other matters 
such as Regulations, Military laws, examination of officers in 
the National Guard, received attention. The Board of ex- 
aminers provided by law, sat during the week and will pre- 
sent a report upon all officers in the service three months, 
with the exception of such as a@ good examination a 
year ago. The report will embrace the names of four captaing 
and nine lieutenants. Sabbath, Aug. 26, was devoted to re- 
ligious duties, and as usual with this regiment perfect order 
prevailed. Guard mounting at 9 a. M., and dress parade at 
6.30 P. M., as usual. 

Dariug the week the regimental court-martial was in ses- 
sion for the trial of enlisted men. Major Laughlin is Presi- 
dent, and shows his interest in the maintenance of discip- 
line and the punishment of these mivor offences of enlisted 
men by promptly turning over the proceedings of each day's 
work for contirmation. A general clearing up of the com- 
panies was made the last day with the view of getting rid of 
two classes—those that remain at home when ordered into 
camp, and those that get drunk while there; not much mer- 
cy is shown either of these classes, aud Major Laughlio’s 
court-martial dealt with these after about the usual fashion, 

Before closing it must be said, to the credit of all, that no 
complaint could be made of the behavior of the regiment 
while 10 camp, though large numbers were allowed to visit 
the town each evening upon passes, good order prevailed 
and the men returned in good condition ; it was a rare thin 
to hear of the least disorder. The health of the meni 
was good ; mauy _ cases of sickners were report but 
these were generally reported for duty before sick call next 
day or went to duty of their own accord, The Medical De- 
partment is now under charge of Major John A. BSterrett, 
and his Asst. Surg., Capt. William L. ‘'empleton, with medi- 
cine chest cared for by Hospital Steward Miller. 

For the first time in several years this regiment has a full 
field staff and non-com, staff, Quartermaster Shuman, and 
his Sergeants, Speelman aud Levering, made a full issue 
euch day of the “ old Army ratiou;” this was well prepared 
and served by two hired cooks in each company. i 

This regiment solved the quostion of “rations” many 
years since and now live in perfect contentment on the pres- 
ent ration of the Army. At closing words of praise must be 
spoken in favor of Oaptain Williams, of Oo, B, for his efforts 
and success in secuciug 60 much that was necessary to the 
comfort of the regiment, and which helped to make the en- 
campment the best in the history of the regiment. Without 
such a man, in such a place, the regiment would have missed 
a great many attentions that he alone secured; he is one of 
the best captains in the service. Auother remarkable fact 
was noted at ‘‘ muster,” Oapt. Palmer's Company G showed 
a roll containing fifty-eight names with every man present to 
answer ‘‘here,”” The regiment contains many other success- 
ful company officers and many who deserve mention were 
space here allowed. This regiment, it is known, because of the 
class of efticient company officers, has long been regarded ag 
one of the reliable regiments of the State, 8.

THE WISCONSIN ENCAMPMENT. 


On Wednesday, Aug. 29, the 2d Regiment, in accordance 
with its orders, assembled at Fond du Lac and marched into 
camp near the fair grounds. The camp itself was laid out 
with regularity and precision and presented a trim and aol- 
dierly appearance, that was due to the absence of certain 
realistic features that made that of the Sd Regiment at Sparta 
somewhat conspicuous. We refer to the kitcheus and mess 
tents, which at Sparta were established on both flanks of the 
camp. There each company did its own cooking and mess- 
ing, a system that, from the standpoint of practical experi- 
ence gained, is probably the best ; but at Fond du Laca long, 
large vacaut buildiug had been occupied by a contractor, 
who filled it with tables and mess furniture, withon’ crowd- 
ing it in the least, and there, for 80 cents per diem apiece, he 
furnished the field, staff, band, and companies of the 2d 
Regiment with excellent meals, and nobody had any bother 
whatever—up to date of this letter. 

The Second had been a most unfortunate regiment. Its 
first colonel was a relic of the go as-you-please system of a 
Democratic Congress, who had seen some service during the 
late war, aud was incapable of rising above the theories and 
practices of twenty years ago. Just year’s camp, under his 
command, was a bear garden of the most ludicrous descrip- 
tion, and the better class of officers and men were disgusted. 
A change of management was necessary; the original colonel 
was induced to resign, and Capt, 8. L. Brasted, of Fond du 
Lac, a Wisconsin war soldier, who was not above studyin 
Upton and enforcing discipline, was eleoted to the vacant 
eagles. The uew colonel went to work with a will, but your 
correspondent was led to expect to see a very ricketty organ- 
ization. In this he was utterly misied, 

Col. Brasted and his new adjutant, Lieut, Foulk, were close 
observers of everything that took place at the camp of the 
lst Regiment at Janesville. As a consequence, despite the 
fact that the latter had never before ofticiated as an officer, 
and the slight awkwardness in facing about, to be ex 
of # novice, the lieutenant went through the daties of adja- 
taut at his first dress parade, Thursday evening, in a manner 
that was pronounced admirable by experienced critics, only 
one slight, and pardonable, error being noticed. More than 
this. When the regiment, on what was really its second day 
in camp, formed line for review before the Governor, its for- 
matiou was a complete revelation to the spectators, Its ap- 
pearance in line was simply excellent. 

The regiment was evidently on its mettle, and determined 
to break at once the spell that bad overhung it from the 
start, Col. Brasted, bis lieutenaut-colonel, adjutant, and 
company commanders bad utilized every moment. Officers’ 
school was started the first day the regiment got settled in 
camp. A new major was elected (and in the selection of 
Major Kelly the officers of the 2d are greatly to be congrat- 
ulated), sharp and business like instruction was given at 
once to guards and sentinels by the Colonel, and when the 
Governor and his staff drove out on Friday afternoon to re- 
ceive the review the appearance of the 2d Regiment was a sur- 

rise. 
: Col. Brasted had exercised the regiment in the ceremony 
of review op Thursday, and officers’ school, attended also by 
the non-commissioned officers aud a large number of specta~ 
tors had been held that morning by Col. King. Therefore 
the command may be said to have had a certain amount of 
special coaching, but not an error of consequence was ob- 
served among officers or guides as the eight companics 
formed line, and the appearance of the regimen as it stood 
at support arms was soldierly in tho extreme. Carry and 
present were well executed at command of the Adjutant (the 
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colors, however, should not have Grooped here), and the 
ceremony of opening ranks and salute to the Governor was 
performed with only one flaw. The band failed to play the 
march or the field music to sound the ruffles, Closing ranks 
and wheelivg into column of companies were well done by 
the men, but the lieutenant-colonel should have stood fast 
at command close order march, and the company command.
